Reactivation  of  the  New  Jersey  (BB-62)  was  ap- 
proved by  Secretary  of  Defense  Robert  S.  McNamara, 
on  recommendation  from  the  Navy. 


Decommissioned  in  August  1957,  New  Jersey  is  the 
first  battleship  to  join  the  fleet  since  the  Korean  con- 
flict. New  Jersey  was  then  used  for  shore  bombard- 
ment and  fired  more  than  7,000  rounds  of  16-inch 
shells  on  the  enemy. 

Reactivation  work  is  being  done  in  the  Philadelphia 
Naval  Shipyard.  It  will  include  updating  of  electronic 
equipment. 


AF  Secretary  Cites  Reliability 
Of  Minuteman  II  ICBM  Force 

“The  alert  Minuteman  II  intercontinental  ballistic 
missile  force  is  indeed  reliable,”  Secretary  of  the  Air 
Force  Harold  Brown  said,  in  answer  to  questions  on 
the  missile’s  reliability. 

However,  it  was  noted  that  the  Minuteman  II  guid- 
ance and  control  system  is  proving  to  require  more 
maintenance  than  predicted  earlier. 

“The  overall  performance  of  Minuteman  II  when 
fired  from  alert  status  has  been  outstanding  by  any 
standard,”  the  secretary  stated. 

To  date,  there  have  been  39  launches  of  Minuteman 
II  missiles  from  the  Eastern  and  Western  Test  Ranges. 
Thirty-seven  were  successful. 

“The  guidance  system  maintainability  has  been 
steadily  improving  since  the  first  deployment  of 
Minuteman  II,”  Secretary  Brown  said,  “and  we  expect 
that  it  will  continue  to  improve  as  the  system  matures.” 

“The  effectiveness  of  a missile  depends  not  only  on 
its  alert  rate,”  the  secretary  explained,  “but  on  the 
reliability  and  accuracy  with  which  it  will  fly  to  its 
destination  and  place  its  payload  on  a predetermined 
target.”  Secretary  Brown  noted  that  the  overall 
Minuteman  force  which  is  maintained  on  alert  is  sub- 
stantially higher  than  that  of  other  missile  systems 
or  bombers. 


New  Jersey  will  be  manned  by  70  officers  and  1400 
enlisted  men. 

The  ship’s  16-inch  guns,  according  to  the  Defense 
Department,  “will  provide  an  extended  range  and  in- 
creased destructive  power  to  the  current  Seventh  Fleet 
bombardment  group,  comprising  5-inch  gun  destroyers 
and  8-inch  gun  cruisers.” 

Satellite  Communications  Experiment 
Completed  by  Army,  Navy,  AF  Units 

The  first  experimental  tactical  communications  by 
satellite  has  been  accomplished  among  units  of  the 
Army,  Navy  and  Air  Force.  Sixty  words-per-minute 
teletypewriters  were  used  for  the  exchange. 

Messages  were  exchanged  among  an  airborne  air- 
craft, a submarine,  a ship  and  fixed  and  mobile  land 
based  terminals.  Signals  were  beamed  off  the  Fifth 
Lincoln  Experimental  Satellite  (LES-5),  launched  by 
the  Air  Force  from  Cape  Kennedy  July  1. 

The  experiment,  one  of  a planned  series,  was  an 
initial  step  in  the  Department  of  Defense  Tactical 
Satellite  Communications  Program,  directed  toward 
meeting  the  needs  of  a highly  mobile,  lower  echelon 
land,  air  and  sea  force  using  small  lightweight  equip- 
ment in  tactical  networks.

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Navy  Navigation  System 
Approved  for  Commercial  Use 

Vice  President  Hubert  H.  Humphrey  announced  July 
29  the  release  of  the  Navy  Navigation  Satellite  Sys- 
tem for  use  by  civilian  ships  and  for  commercial  manu- 
facture of  related  shipboard  receivers  on  an  unclassi- 
fied basis. 

Chairman  of  the  National  Council  on  Marine  Re- 
sources and  Engineering  Development,  the  Vice  Presi- 
dent said  the  action  followed  a Navy  Department 
recommendation  for  strengthening  world-wide  naviga- 
tional aids  for  civilian  use. 

The  all-weather  system,  often  termed  the  Navy’s 
“Transit”  System,  has  been  in  use  by  Navy  units  since 
1964  and  enables  equipped  ships  to  accurately  estab- 
lish their  position  anywhere  on  the  world’s  seas. 

Developed  by  the  Johns  Hopkins  University’s  Ap- 
plied Physics  Laboratory,  the  system  consists  of  three 
elements : 

1.  Four  ground  tracking  stations  located  at  Wahiah, 
Hawaii;  Point  Mugu,  Calif.;  Rosemont,  Mont.,  and 
Winter  Harbor,  Maine; 

2.  Satellites  in  polar  orbits  at  altitudes  of  600  nau- 
tical miles; 

3.  User  equipment  consisting  of  a sophisticated  radio 
receiver  and  associated  computer. 

The  ship’s  exact  position  is  charted  by  the  measure- 
ment of  the  doppler  shift  in  the  satellite’s  radio  signal 
as  it  moves  along  its  track  in  orbit.  One  satellite  pass 
is  more  than  sufficient  to  obtain  required  measure- 
ments of  the  doppler  shift.  These  measurements, 
together  with  information  continually  broadcast  by  the 
satellite  concerning  its  position,  permit  the  user’s 
computer  to  calculate  the  accurate  position  of  the  ship. 

Navy's  Operation  Sea  Dragon 
Termed  Highly  Effective' 

Operation  Sea  Dragon,  the  Navy’s  effort  along  the 
North  Vietnam  coast  to  destroy  supply  boats  and  bom- 
bard shore  installations,  has  been  called  “highly  effec- 
tive” by  Rear  Adm.  Mark  Woods,  commander  of  the 
operation. 

Speaking  to  newsmen  at  the  Pentagon  he  said,  “At 
the  outset  of  Sea  Dragon  more  than  50  supply  craft 
were  sighted  daily  along  the  coast,  but  now  we  seldom 
see  more  than  10.” 

He  noted,  however,  that  there  has  been  an  increase 
in  the  volume  and  accuracy  of  coastal  gunfire. 

“The  North  Vietnamese  gunners  are  good  and  getting 
better  with  practice,”  he  said.  “They  do  a good  job 
of  placing  their  batteries  to  protect  vital  areas.  They 
are  often  camouflaged,  heavily  revetted  or  in  caves.”

New  Promotion  Plan  Sought 
For  Medical  Corps  Officers 

Defense  Department  has  asked  Congress  for  author- 
ity to  establish  a common  and  improved  promotion 
system  for  Medical  Corps  officers  of  all  services. 

In  testimony  before  a subcommittee  of  the  House 
Armed  Services  Committee,  Col.  Vernon  McKenzie, 
USA,  of  ASD(M)  (Health  and  Medical),  requested  this 
authority  be  given  the  Secretary  of  Defense. 

The  legislation  (H.R.  10242)  also  provides  that 
grades  held  by  Medical  Corps  officers  would  not  count 
against  the  officer  grade  authorizations  of  each  mili- 
tary department. 

“The  breadth  and  complexities  of  medical  knowl- 
edge and  the  professional  skills  and  judgment  involved 
in  successfully  applying  that  knowledge,  plus  the  high 
rewards — both  economic  and  otherwise — which  in  our 
affluent  society  the  application  of  that  knowledge 
brings,  require  that  physicians  be  afforded  appro- 
priate military  rank  and  promotion  opportunities,  even 
though  such  action  entails  some  deviation  from  the 
grade  and  promotion  policies  applicable  to  military 
officers  generally,”  Col.  McKenzie  said. 

“We  cannot  expect  aspiring  young  physicians  to 
choose  military  life  as  their  second  profession  unless 
it  offers  them  a career  that  is  reasonably  competitive 
in  the  marketplace,”  he  concluded. 

H.R.  10242  would  enable  each  service  secretary  to 
determine  the  grade  authorizations  (below  general  and 
flag  officer  rank)  for  medical  officers  of  his  service 
based  on  the  needs  of  his  service,  under  regulations  to 
be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  Defense.

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C-141  Star  Lifters  Set 
Daily  Utilization  Record 

A new  record  for  daily  utilization 
of  military  aircraft  has  been  estab- 
lished by  two  “Lead-the-Force”  C-141 
Starlifters  of  the  436th  Military  Air- 
lift Wing,  Dover  AFB,  Del. 

The  two  fanjet  cargo-personnel  air- 
craft were  flown  an  average  of  15.7 
hours  a day  during  June,  slightly 
higher  than  the  15  and  one-half  hours 
daily  which  one  of  the  same  aircraft 
flew  during  May. 

The  15.7  daily  flight  average  was 
almost  twice  the  eight  hours  a day 
which  the  Military  Airlift  Command 
requires  of  its  other  Starlifters. 

There  are  a half-dozen  “Lead-the- 
Force”  C-141s.  They  are  required 
to  fly  far  more  than  others  in  the 
command  to  identify  mechanical  prob- 
lems before  the  rest  of  the  C-141s  are 
affected.  Information  is  also  gained 
on  preventative  maintenance. 

The  Starlifters  transport  cargo  and 
troops  to  Vietnam  and  airlift  wound- 
ed to  the  U.S.  They  also  fly  MAC 
missions  to  Europe  and  Asia.

Forty-first  FBM  Sub 
Fires  Polaris  Missile 

The  Fleet  Ballistic  Missile  Subma- 
rine USS  Will  Rogers  successfully 
fired  a Polaris  missile  down  the 
Eastern  Test  Range  July  30.  With 
the  launch,  all  41  FBM  submarines 
authorized  by  Congress  have  now 
successfully  demonstrated  the  Polaris 
system. 

The  Will  Rogers  made  the  sub- 
merged firing  about  30  miles  off  Cape 
Kennedy  at  approximately  the  same 
location  where  the  first  FBM  subma- 
rine, USS  George  Washington,  fired 
an  A-l  Polaris  July  20,  1960. 

Forty  FBM  subs,  each  carrying  16 
Polaris  missiles,  have  deployed  on 
operational  patrol.  Will  Rogers  will 
deploy  prior  to  the  end  of  the  year, 
completing  the  major  shipbuilding 
portion  of  the  program  initiated  in 
late  1956. 

Each  FBM  submarine  has  two  com- 
plete crews  which  alternate  manning 
on  two-month  patrols.  Each  crew 
consists  of  about  130  officers  and 
men. 


Brig.  Gen.  F.  L.  Sampson  Named 
New  Chief  of  Army  Chaplains 

Army’s  new  Chief  of  Chaplains 
designate,  Brig.  Gen.  Francis  L. 
Sampson,  is  one  of  18  World  War 
II  chaplains  who  won  the  Distinguish- 
ed Service  Cross,  the  second  highest 
award  for  gallantry  in  action. 

President  Johnson  has  already  nom- 
inated and  sent  to  the  Senate  for 
confirmation  his  nomination  to  major 
general  and  assignment  as  Army 
Chief  of  Chaplains. 

He  will  serve  as  acting  Chief  un- 
til his  nomination  is  confirmed,  suc- 
ceeding Maj.  Gen.  Charles  E.  Brown 
who  retired  Aug.  1. 

Deputy  Chief  of  Chaplains  since 
February  1966,  Chaplain  Sampson 
was  graduated  from  Notre  Dame  and 
received  his  theology  degree  from  St. 
Paul  Seminary. 

Chaplain  Sampson,  55,  won  his 
DSC  with  the  airborne  on  D-Day  in 
Normandy.  He  stayed  with  14 
wounded,  was  wounded  himself,  was 
captured  and  then  escaped.  He  later 
became  known  as  the  “Paratrooper 
Padre,”  for  his  airborne  activities  in 
Holland. 
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
